Well, on the bright side, this was the first field day in several years where it didn’t rain a drop. Weather 
in the 80's and 90’s with a location in an open field kept us fairly toasty during the event. | got my first sunburn 
in along time. Should have worn a bigger hat! 

Before getting to the particulars, | would like to correct a misunderstanding. The minutes of the board 
meeting in last month’s newsletter relayed the item “Carl Clawson wants out of Field Day.” | don’t remember saying 
or even thinking that! | don’t even remember being in a particularly grumpy mood that day! We'll write that one 
off as a transcription error or something. While | probably won’t make a lifetime career of managing Field Day, 
| should have at least one more left in me. 

Not to put any sugar-coating on it, as a contest where a group tries to rack up a competitive score this one 
was a non-event. For lack of operators we never even managed to get our third station on the air. If ARRL gives 
us all the bonus points we've asked for our score for this year will be 866. Only 366 of these points were earned 
by QSOs. In recent years our QSO points have ranged from 1930 in 1992 to 1016 in 1994. | don’t mean this as 
a complaint, either against those who came or those who didn't; it's just a fact. Those who were there worked 
hard, made contacts, and had fun; many of those who didn’t had conflicts of various kinds. Lots of weddings & 
visits from relations were going on that week. 

Those stalwarts who did show up had a pretty good go of it, though. The bands provided some excellent 
openings. The novice/tech station made good use of the openings on 10m to rack up an impressive number of 
SSB contacts. A few more operators and they probably would have outscored the other station. Regarding the 
other station, to my surprise and delight, we actually had several other CW ops besides me show up. We were 
hampered by some problems with high SWR on the tri-band beam on the trailer, probably a short or open 
somewhere, but we had a pretty good run on 40. We also found our club batteries are aging; we got reports of 
chirpy signals towards the end. We should start doubling up batteries, which means we will probably need to 
borrow a few in coming years. 

Now about those t-shirts! You'll recall our incentive program: people earned 5 tickets for setup, 5 for tear- 
down, and 2 per hour of operating. We had a drawing at the July meeting, and we have the following winners:

Here we are in the middle of the public service 
season. Well probably not the season as these activi- 
ties go all year. The Oregonian has already announced 
the Santa Claus parade coming up in November. You 
will have to excuse me, | know | talk a lot about public 
service. That's just what happens when your give 
column space to someone who got his license because 
he saw how much fun Jim KB7ADH was having helping 
out on these things. Of course, he never let on how 
much work they could be as well. 

In the course of a number of events | have worked 
| have seen some that seem smoother than others. This 
got me to thinking, what is the difference? | have a 
couple of suggestions that should make us look very 
professional, even though we carry the title Amateur. 

First, know yourjob. This can be tough the first time 
you work an event. What authority do you have, when 
should you ask for guidance? What is normal, what is 
wrong? Talk to others that have done the event before. 
Ask them how they do their job. Attend the volunteer 
planning meetings. The organizers of the event want 
things to run smoothly. They know this will happen if 
they can convey to you their vision of how things should 
go. Sometimes these meetings don’t seem to cover 
everything. Ask questions until you know all you think 
you should. It is much easier to get the information in 
the meeting than over the radio during the event when 
everything just went wrong. 

Once you know your job the second suggestion 
becomes quite easy. Only call on the radio when it is 
really necessary. If allis going like it should your silence 
will be interpreted as such by the Net Control and 
Director. This leaves them free to take care of the things 
that are not being handled by the rest of the crews. Now 
you see why you need to know your job, you can work 
independently. When Net Control starts to think you are 
lost they will call to check on you. It won't take long 
before you can pretty much guess when you leave them 
alone too long and should callin asay HI. Please bea 
little choosy about when you call in. It is probably not 
good to call in and say all is well just after Food has 
reported that all the bagels were stolen by elves and 
there will be no lunch. Just the food problem is enough 
to send Net Control into a spin. Your all is well message 
will not be well received. 

Ina similar vein to not talking too muchis to stop and 
think before you talk. If you are not reporting a life 
threatening problem take time to investigate the prob- 
lem, work out what needs to be done, and then call in 
to report. (Again, it helps to know your job.) Calling for 


help before you fully understand the situation is not 
very productive. If you do not know what is happening 
the Director 40 miles away is not going to know what 

is happening either. a) 

All of this may sound somewhat familiar. It follows 
the etiquette suggestion of listen more than you talk. It 
is also in line with many of the guidelines that are 
followed in the traffic handling portion of our hobby. 
We may all do different jobs, but some of the rules are 
the same. 

One more courtesy suggestion. Most of the events 
are run using repeaters. Normally the event does not 
“own” the repeater. We are just another user. Re- 
member to leave breaks so others can getin andso the 
repeater will not time out. How would you like to be 
faced with a serious accident and find that the repeater 
has timed out? Be nice to the repeater and the others 
using it and they will be nice to you.

‘a Because of Phase IIID’s sophistication, it is taking an international effort of 
« people from a dozen countries to acquire modules, assemble and launch it. Much 
IS of the early conceptual work was done in Germany. Three of the transmitters on 
board also come from Germany. Germany is supplying the IF matrix and the LEILA system. The IF matrix will 
make it possible to use any receiver with any transmitter on Phase IIID. The LEILA is a system that is designed 
to discourage excessive power useage. 

The Arc-jet motor which is one of the systems used to position the satellite and keep it in orbit is under 
developmentby a group atthe Institute for Space Systems in Stuttgart in German y. The main Phase IID computer, 
called the IHU, is from Germany, but is being built by a U.S. team with German and British help. 

The 10 meter bulletin transmitter is coming from South Africa. The two meter transmitter is being designed 
and built in the U.K. A Finnish group will provid e a 10 Ghz transmitter plus an antenna to go with it. A group from 
Belgium is providing a 24 GHz transmitter plus antenna. Receivers are being supplied by groups in Belgium, 
Germany, and the Czeck Republic. The propellant tanks are from Russia. The Japanese JAMSAT group will 
supply a camera experiment. 

A group from Canada is assisting in the design and construction of the GPS subsystem. Canadians are 
also involved in the radiation testing of various solid state components. 

With the exception of the 10 & 25 Ghz antennas all other antennas will be supplied by 


a U.S. team. As you have seen from QST, the construction and test of the space frame and i) 
launch vehicle adaptor is a U.S. effort.

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INTRODUCTION TO PACKET RADIO - PART 4 - 
by Larry Kenney, WB9LOZ 


USING DIGIPEATERS AND NODES: 


DIGIPEATERS: 

Digipeater is the term we use to describe a packet 
radio digital repeater. Unlike the FM voice repeaters, 
most digipeaters operate on simplex and do not receive 
and transmit simultaneously. They receive the digital 
information, temporarily store it and then turn around 
and retransmit it. 

Your TNC will allow you to enter up to eight digipeaters 
in yourconnect sequence, but using more than 3 usually 
means long waits, lots of repeated packets, and fre- 
quent disconnects, due to noise and other signals 
encountered on the frequency. 

When entering the list of digipeaters in your connect 
sequence, you must make sure that you enter them in 
the exact order that your signal will use them. You must 
separate the calls by commas, without any spaces, and 
the EXACT callsigns must be used, including the SSID, 
if any. That means you need to know what digipeaters 
are out there before you begin randomly trying to 
connect to someone. Turn MONITOR ON and watch for 
the paths that other stations are using. 

Here are some examples of proper connect se- 
quences: 

C W6PW-3 v W6PW-1 
C N6ZYX v WA6FSP-1,WB6LPZ-1 
C W6ABY-4 v KEMYX,N2WLP-2,AB6XO 

The “v” means via. In the first example the se- 
quence shown means: 

Connect to W6PW-3 via W6PW-1. 

Something to remember when using digipeaters is 
the difference between making a connection and send- 
ing information packets. If the path isn’t all that good, 
you might be able to get a connect request through, but 
will have a difficult time with packets after that. The 
connect requestis short so it has much less of a chance 
of being destroyed by noise or collisions than a packet 
containing information. Keeping information packets 
short can help keep retries down when the path is less 
than ideal. 


NODES: 

Net/Rom, TheNet, G8BPQ packet switch and KA- 
Node are names that refer to a device called a packet 
node, another means of connecting to other packet 
)Stations. Later on in this series you'll find a complete 
review of node operation, but for now we'll cover the 
basics so that you can begin using the node network. 


The difference you should note here is that you connect 
to a node rather than using it in a connect path as you 
do with a digipeater. 

First, you need to determine what nodes are lo- 
cated close to you. You can do this by monitoring and 
watching for an ID or by watching to see what other 
stations in your area are using. You'll note that most 
nodes have an alias ID in addition to its callsign. Once 
you determine the callsign or alias of a local node, you 
connect to it the same way as you connect to any other 
packet station. You may use either the callsign or the 
alias to make the connection. For example, the node 
WBSLOZ has an alias ID of SF and the callsign of 
WB9LOZ-2, so you could connect to it using “C SF” or 
“C WBS9LOZ-2”. Either one will work. 

When you connect to a node, your TNC automati- 
cally switches to converse mode, just like when you 
connect to any packet station. Anything you now type 
is sent to the node as a packet, and the node acknowl- 
edges each packet back to your TNC. For the remain- 
der of your connection your TNC works only with this 
one node. 

To use the node network to connect to another local 
station, you simply enter a connect request as though 
you were connecting direct from your TNC, such as “C 
WB9LOZ”. You do this, however, while youARE STILL 
CONNECTED TO THE NODE. The node will then 
retransmit your connect request and you'll receive one 
of two responses: “Connected to (callsign)” or “Failure 
with (callsign)”. Once you're connected you hold your 
QSO just as if you had connected direct or via a 
digipeater. When you're finished, go to command 
mode on your TNC (Control C) and enter “D” (CR) and 
you will be disconnected from the node and the station 
you were working. 

(NOTE: If the node you're using is a G8BPQ packet 
switch, it might have several frequency ports. You'll 
have to enter a port number between the C and the 
callsign in your connect request to indicate the fre- 
quency you wantto use, suchas “C 2WB9LOZ”. Enter 
“PORTS” for a port list.) 

When you're connected to a node enter “NODES” 
<CR> and you'll receive a list of other nodes that you 
can reach on the network from the node you're using. 
You'll note that the node list will vary in length and in the 
calls listed as you move from frequency to frequency, 
since all frequencies are not linked together. The list 
gives both an alias ID and acallsign for each node. The 
alias ID often gives you a hint as to where the node is 
located, but not always. To find out for sure where a 
node is located you'll need to get a copy of the 
descriptive node listings that are available on most

Once you’re connected to W6AMT-3, enter “C FREE LIMITED OVERNIGHT 
N6XYZ”. Again, your TNC will send this as a packet to RY PARKING ON SITE 
your local node and the local node will acknowledge it (NO HOOK-UPS) 


and send it down the path to W6AMT-3. W6AMT-3 will 

then attempt to connect to N6XYZ. Here again you'll get 

one of the two responses: “Connected to N6XYZ” OR ARRL FORUM with NM7N 
“Failure with N6XYZ”. If you get connected, you hold 
your QSO just as you normally would, but there’s one 
BIG difference -- your TNC is_ receiving 
acknowledgements from your local node, and N6XYZ 
is receiving acknowledgements from W6AMT-3. The HAM GEAR COMPUTERS 
acknowledgements do not have to travel the entire 

distance between the two end stations. Each node in 

the path handles the acknowledgement with the next COMMERCIAL VENDORS 
node in line. Because of this, retries are greatly 

reduced, and your packets get through much faster.
